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A third commodity belonging to long boots is this ; 
that if the vampings fail, the leather ſhrinks , or the 
ſeames crack, yer they may b» often mended, and the 
boots ſtill do good ſervice, which reaſon alone (it the 
two former are not prevalent) are enough to perſivade 
you to buy long waxed boots. 

Fourthly and laſtly, you muſt obſerve the waxing 
of the boot; in which you are to take notice , firſt of 
the matrer, wax;/and next of the manner, how to wax 
your winter boots. 

Firſt of the matter wax : Beloved there are three 
ſeveral forts of wax,” Hard wax, ſoft wax, and Bres- 
wax. The firſt is uſed for letters, the {cond for Bounds 
or Indentures : Bur ſoft here, me thinks I here ſome 
one amongſt you objec and ſay, It fott wax be com- 
monly uſed for Indentures, why may it not more pro- 
perly be uſed for {uch boors as we commonly make 
Ingentares in, when you and I, (and many more here 
amongſt us) come late home from Taverns and Tip- 
pling houtes ©: To this I anſwer, that ſuch boots ought 

rather to be termed Dutcb liquored-boots, than waxed 
boots; 1ince the head and the feet do ever ſympa- 
thrze, ſoas rhe one cannot properly be ſaid to be tuil 
of hquor, except the other bear a thare with it alſo. I 
rather believe theſe boots are made of ſome Horles 
Skin thatdied of the ſtaggers, 

The third and laft fortof wax is Bees-wax, the only 
wax you are to uſe for your winter-boots ;; ah bur you 
will ſay, how ſhall T uſe this wax that you ſo much ap- 
proveof for winter boors : why, you muſt know that 
tins wax inthe waxing of boots is not to be uſed ſim- 
ty, but compounded with hard tallows. which brings 

ante pane ch = 
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me to the Jaſt thing you are to obſerve, that is, the 
manner of wax'ng your. winter, boot, Beloved, you 
are firſt ro me)r bard tallow with this wax , then you 
are coannoinc and chate in thele 'ngredients by a good 
fire, at three ſeveral times, becaule once or twice will 
not be enough, by reaſon of the drineſs of the new 
boot, which will ſoak up the firſt and ſecond time, 


whatloever you lay upon it. I ſay thereiore you muſt: 


do it at leaſt three leveral times;it you mean to have 
a pertect and (ure well waxed winter boot. 

So having now runin my boots through all the parts 
of, my Text, and taken pains to give you many 
weighty reaſons why you ought a!l of you to be pro- 
vide of waxed boots. Firſt becauſe of the times, they 
are bad. Seconcly , dangerous. Thurdly , uncertain. 
Fourthly, The Wizter appreacheth,erc. Next allo I have 
given you Obtervations aad Inſtructions, that you may 


not be deceived in your choice of a winter boot , but 


may eafily diſcover it; Fi;ſt by the grain, Seconcly,by 
the well foweing. 'I hirdly, by the length : Fourthly, 
and Jeſtly, by the waxing; and alſo taught you the 


ſeveral Sorts.of Wax, and how in. what manner you 


ſhoul wax your wintered Boots. Give me leave out 
of the tormer pazt of the T ext, to raiſe this Doctrine:

the Seas. So as methinks, rhis alſo ſhould be another 
ſtrong motive, to per{wade us to buy ſtrong and long

Bur here ſome incredulous and fearful brother, will
